What a precious list of books they 
arc when compared with the endless titles 
of trivial novels that make their appearance

.ifc, aud inevitably find that end for which 
they are chiefly fitted, an undisturbed obliv- 


ion. 
If the people who read these, attracted 


to thorn by a little talk or a little printing in 
their favor, were actually forced to wade 
through them without the stimulus which a 
passing fashion creates, what a hardship 
they would consider it, and how they would 
fume and chafe under the vexing trial! 
Strange, where there are so many books 
worth reading, that any intelligent reader 
should pore over those which are so con- 
spicuously worthless. One would think that 
life is too short for such an unprofitable bus- 
iness. But t/hen, life is not all given up to 
profit aad wisdom, and to the things that ore 
weighty, useful find advantageous. 


It has been said that a "taste for gpod 


reacting is usually developed between the 
ages of six and sixteen. Few men and wo- 
men acquire real care for literature in its 
best and highest forma, who have not laid 
the foundation in early life." 
This may bo 


true, yet it is difficult to imagine why a taste 
for good reading may not be acquired at any 
time in life, provided a taste for reading, 
good, bad or indifferent, can be acquired at 
all. On the part of most people the habit of 
reading books of any description is never 
cultivated, few persons in a community 
are habitual readers. - Even those who are 
engaged in pursuits that are chiefly mental 
and intellectual show a surprising disinclin- 
ation to bother themselves with books. And 
yet books aie suoh treasures that the world 
would be poor and sadly oereft without 
them. Those who make friends of them, 
who cherish them, and cling to them as to 
most precious boons, know what joy they 
give, and how they enrich the lights and 
shadows of life. 


''I would rather be a poor man in a gar- 


ret," said Macaulay, "with plenty of books, 
than a, king who did not love reading." If 
one cannot always live among books, it is 
possible, at least, to enjoy their frequent 
company, to have one or more constantly at 
hand to take up in moments of leisure, to be 
entertained and edified by the mute enchan- 
ters, and to feel conscious that here ia a vital 
source of inspiration, happiness, and comfort 
which one may freely command at pleasure. 
Ever is that mind fresh and fortified which 
is replenished with the treasures that are 
enshrined in a library; and unbefriended by 
the springs of true delight is that one which 
"hath never fed of the dainties that are bred 
in a book,"

A number of 
Hamilton's business men live inl'ngei; it is 
a walk of a mile and a half or so around 
the head of tho bay; therefore they subsidize 
the ferry. 
With us one 
political party 


would believe in the subsidy aud the other 
wouldn't, and it would depend upon "wotcs" 
whether we had tho ferry or not from lime 
to time. Our way would givo more variety 
to life though. 


Chickens 1 find have much the same nature 


here as with us. I never knew a healthy 
chicken that didn't prefer lo scatter a neigh- 
bor's ash-pile over the lawn, or assist in 
raising a neighbor's flowers prematurely, 
than to eat tho corn of its own chicken-yard 
or the tender grass of its owner's lawn. We 
have no preventive but the shot-gun; tho 
Bormudians have. Thoy tie the chickens 
out as we tether goats, or hobble them by 
tying a pair together w ith three or four feet 
of twine. This reduces law-suits and fami- 
ly feuds, keeps tempers sweet and promotes 
prosperity, making it possible f'oi a family 
to have hopes of Heaven though (ho neigh- 
bors on either side may have chickens. 


Eggs, by the way, are as scarce and as 


liigh in Bermuda as thoy are everywhere 
else, selling at 00 cents a dozen. At our first 
breakfast I asked our waiters iu fun if tho 
eggs were "Bermuda or New York? " and 
to my astonishment he replied, gravely : 


''The boiled eggs are Bermudas, the others 


are Now York!" This egg business is as 
dark to me as the oi igin of the pyramids. 
Wo import thousands and thousands from 
lanada and from Germany every year. Wo 
raise countless other 
thousands notwith- 


standing the constant moulting of our hem, 
and export them to Bermuda. I think we 
send some back to Canada. 
Eggs seem to be 


moving about all over the world. They are 
everywhere, but cheap nowhere. 


Milk seems to be intimately associated 


with eggs, somehow; it is high (12 cunts a 
quart), and so far as our experience goes, 
poor. After looking at tho grass, though, 
we wonder that there is any at all. Bermuda 
grass is beautiful to look upon, nnd to us 
who find it so impossible to raise grass under 
trees, it is wonderful to see a thick cedar 
grove thoroughly carpeted with soft green 
jrass up to the very stem of the troon. It 
jrows short and tiat, however, instead of 
upright, like a short kind of crab-grims. 
Hay is therefore impossible, and glazing 
would scein to bo so-too, but (he cows man- 
age to crop it somehow.

HABR18BUHO, Fob. 18.—Tbe legislature 


hoi takon a recess for ten days In order 
that the lawmaker* may attend the muni-, 
olpal elections and spend Washington's 
birthday at home. Both bcxlle» wlllre- 
Dbnven* next Monday evening, and it is 
thought will buckle down to business in 
earnest. Beginning Tuesday the honso 
will hold two sessions on Tuesdays, Wed- 
nesday iind Thursdays, from 10 a. in. to 
1 p. m,, and from 8 to 6 o'clock in tho 
afternoon. 


The house two years ago did not bogln 


to hold two sessions until the middle of 
Maroh. The senate is ahead of tho house 
•with Its work and will continue to hold 
one session a day for at least a month yet. 
Old members gay they have never seen In 
their legislative experience so many bills 
on the house calendar as at present. These 
Will nearly all be given careful considera- 
tion, with the result that the session will 
prooably be extended far into May. 


The governor hog signed the resolution 


introduced by Mr. Fooht, of Union, pro- 
Tiding for an investigation of the state In- 
stitutions to ascertain how many of their 
inmates are aliens. The resolution pro- 
vides thut the inquiry shall be made by a 
committee from the house and senate and 
two disinterested persons to bo appointed 
by the governor. Tho committed ii to 
make He report to the next legislature. 


Tho oumittees to investigate the man- 


agement of tho insane hosploals at \Ver- 
norsvlllc and Norrlstown have been ap- 
pointed .md will go to work next Thurs- 
day. Senator. Qobln, of Lebanon, will 
conduct the investigation. 


Tne governor has not yet acted upon the 


bill providing for on additional law judge 
forWesimoreland county. Tho ton days' 
limit expires next Friday. It is belioved, 
though, that he will sign the measure be- 
fore that time. 


Colonel Gllkeson'B Appointment. 


Colonol Gilkeson, chairman of the state 


Republican committee, hits boon rewarded 
for the admirable manner in which ho 
conducted the campaign which resulted in 
tho election of Governor Hastings with the 
appointment of commissioner of banking, 
at a salary of 10,000 a year. The colonel 
has qualified and announced tho appoint- 
ment of Colonel F. Asbury Awl, of this 
city, as deputy commissioner. Colonel 
Awl was appointed by Colonol Gllkeson's 
predecessor. He is a Democrat and a pro- 
tege of tx-Govcrnor Pattison. 


Governor and Mrs. Hastings have issued 


invitations for a reception at the executive 
mansion on next Tuesday evening, the 
30th, on the occasion of tho fifty-sixth an- 
niversary of tho governor's birth. The ro- 
noption will be the most brilliant social 
affair ever given at the old fashioned man- 
sion, and will bo attended by tho United 
States senators from Pennsylvania, tho 
congressmen and congressmen-elect, state 
Judiciary, Major General Snowdon and 
staff, tho governor's staff, the throe briga- 
dier generals and their respective staffs 
and othor state dignitaries. The mansion 
will be brilliantly decorated and illumi- 
nated. An addition is being built to the 
dining room for the occasion. Mrs Has- 
tings wi 11 bo assisted in receiving by tho 
wife of Lieutenant Governor Lyon and 
the ladles of the cabinet. This will be tho 
third and final reception at the mansion 
this season. 


Senator Kauffman, of Lancaster, tho 


leader of the anti-Cameron senators, star- 
tled tho senate last Thursday with a vigor- 
ous protest against tho creation of now 
offices in general and against the bill al- 
lowing the superintendent of public in- 
struction a stenographer in particular. 
The bill originally provided for a salary of 
f 1,500 a year, but tho amount was reduced 
to 11,200, and then tho measure passed 
finally. Tbe extravagance of the legisla- 
ture hat alarmed th* governor, and he has 
concluded to call a halt. The members 
have shown a disposition to create new 
office* f »lore and, pas* all manner of ap- 
propriation* and throw the responsibility 
of disposing of them upon the governor. 
General Hastings doesn't propose to stand 
thti, and after the recess ha Till send a 
message to the legislature calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the hard times have 
Impaired the state revenues and that 
greater economy must be practiced with 
th* people's money. 
*• luratlgute Philadelphia Politics. 
'When the senate reconvenes a resolu- 


tion will be offered for a commlt;«e to in- 
vestigate the municipal affairs of Phila- 
delphia. Senator Quay is credited with 
being behind the proposed investigation, 
his purpose being to crush bin former 
lieutenants, Senator Porter and David 
Martin. It has not yet been determined 
. who will b* chairman of the committee, 
but it Is thought tho honor will go to Sen- 
ator Kennedy, of Allegheny, a warm per- 
sonal friend of Senator Quay. There is a 
unanimous sentiment among the Quay 
people to have Senator Penrose conduct 
the investigation, but he has declined. Ho 
will be a member of the committee 


Chairman Nlles, of the house general 


judiciary committee, has Introduced a 
local taxation bill similar to the New York 
law, which he will press in preference to 
the new revenue bill drafted by the state 
tax conference, of which he is a member. 
Mr. Nil as' bill pro rides that all lands and 
personal estate, except property used for 
public purposes, actual places of religious 
worship, places for burial not used for pri- 
vate or corporate profit, and Institutions 
of purely public charity, whether owned 
by corporations or individuals, shall be 
liable to taxation, and that ail laws ex 
erupting property from taxation other than 
that enumerated shall bo void. The word 
"land" is defined to mean everything 
within the common parlance that may be 
so designated. The bill puts a construc- 
tion on the word* "personal estate" to 
Include furniture, money, goods, debts 
due from solvent debtors, whether on 
stock, cote, bond or mortgage, and. stock 
In moneyed corporations, as well as capi- 
tal *tocfc not invested in real estate. It 
provides further that the taxes on all 
property shall be levied nnd assessed under 
existing laws. 


A bill creating a dop<urtment of agricul- 


1 tnr* has passed the houso and is on the 


senate calendar for second reading next 
Tuesday. 
Tho measure provides for a 


secretary of agriculture, at a salary of 
M.OOO n year; a deputy secretary, who 
shall be paid IS, 500; an economic zoolo- 
gist, a commissioner of forestry, a dairy 
tnd food commissioner and state veterin- 
arian, who shall receive a salary of 13,500 
•aea. They are to be appointed by tbe 
governor and serve for four years. The 
governor i* also authorized to appoint a 
chief olerk at a salary of f 1,800 a year and 
one messenger, whose salary shall be 1600. 
The other officers, except the state veter- 
inarian, are allowed a olerk each at a 
•alary of $1,600. Governor Hastings is 
urging the speedy passage of the bill, and 
It is likely that It will reach him before 
the close of the month. 


The forestry bill has also passed the 


houM and U well advanced in the senate. 
This 1* an* of the most important meas- 
ure* Introduced this session and will, if It 
beoomes a law, tend to protect the forests 
of tbe state from destruction by fire. Tbe 
bill provide* for special firewardens in 
remote and thinly peopled forest districts 
who arc) to b* residents of such district*, 
their compensation to be fixed by the 
forestry commission and paid by the state, 
The inpervigors of roads of the respective 
township*, by virtue of their office, are 
distiiot fire wardens. In case of fire they 
are to go to the ground at once and hire 
•nob aolp as they may deem necessary. 
Anyone desiring to burn brash or other 
combustible matter in or near forest land 
mart first apply for permission from the 
fin warden. Violator* of this provision 
may b* arrested and taken before a magis- 
trate without« warrant. Th» bill defines 
the woi i " forest" to inolnde scrub brush, 
sprout*, briers and all woody growth* apt 
to toed :ir spread fire. 


For the County of Quay. 


Tbe lenate has passed finally a bill cre- 


ating the county of Quay out of portions 
ofLnxeme and Sohnylkill counties. .In 
the boose the measure will not have the 
ea*y time that it did in the other body. 
In th* lower branch tho friends of Martin 
and Porter are opposing the measure and 
aav«s<t<x»eded so far la keeping it in com- 
mittee. The Cora Brothers, the large coal 
operators in Pennsylvania, areopposingij 


also. The bill takes in three townships of I 
Sohu j'lklll county and two to Luzerna, in- 
cluding the city of Hazlcton. It is claimed 
that within the territory there is a popula- 
tion of 60,000, with the Democrats in a 
majority. 


Tho house committee on education has 


reported the Douthett bill aimed at the 
school book trust. The bill provides for a 
school book board, to consist of the gover- 
nor, secretary of the commonwealth and 
state superintendent of public instruction. 
Within sixty days after the passage of tho 
act tho state superintendent is expected to 
have gathered required information and 
prepared a list of text books with the pub- 
lishers' prices attached. The board will 
fix the price for each school book not to 
exceed 76 per cent, of the wholesale rate 
now quoted. After the list of books IB 
prepared the publishers will be asked for 
proposals at prices not exceeding the new 
ones fixed by the board to furnish, the 
books for five years under contract, the 
school boards to pay the freight. For every 
failure to fill orders the publishers will be 
fined 1500. The books adopted cannot be 
changed for five years without a three- 
fourths vote of the board. The board can 
order the books from the publishers at 
the prices stipulated by the school book 
board,or if they can secure the same books 
for less money they are at liberty to do so. 


The house has under consideration a 


liquor license bill to protect the retailer, 
tho wholesaler and bottler. It provides 
that if a bottler bottles spirituous liquors 
and malt liquors both he shall pay the 
same license as a rotailer and a wholesaler 
pays, but If he bottles malt liquor only 
then he pays the same license that he now 
pays. The bill provides further that no 
wagon shall be used by a bottler unless it 
Is his absolute property. This la to pre- 
vent the peddling of beer by parties who 
have no license, but who put some one's 
namo and number on the side of their 
wagon and sell for a brewer on commis- 
sion. Tho bill was Introduced by Mr. 
Fowby request of the Retail Liquor Deal- 
ers' association of Philadelphia. 


The Marshall bill repealing the law 


prohibiting the consolidation of competing 
pipe line companies went through the 
house on final passage as if lubricated, 
only fifty-six voteo being recorded against 
it. The measure is before tho senate cor- 
porations committee and will be reported 
after the recess. It is likely to go through 
that body with as much ease as character- 
ized its passage by tho house. 


Want tho Winter Beglatrjr Abolished. 
Tho country members in the house are 


urging the passage of the Wilcox bill, 
abolishing the Deco*mber registry of voters 
and changing the time of the spring reg- 
istry from May to June. They contend 
that on i registry a year answers all prac- 
tical purposes, and that tho winter regi^- 
try is expensive and useless. The city 
members oppose the bill on the ground 
that in Juno many persons In the cities 
are at the seashore and the mountains, 
and that it would put them to a great in- 
convenience to return home and register. 
The bill has been read tho second time in 
Jhe house.

A bill for a hospital for consumptives 


has found its way into the house. The 
measure has been indorsed by the state 
board of health and public charities, as 
well as tho leading physicians of the state. 
It. recites that tho governor shall appoint 
five commissioners, who shall serve with- 
out compensation, to select the site and 
build the hospital, where none but resi- 
dents of the state shall be treated. Tho 
commissioners are to select within four 
months after the date of appointment a 
tract of land not loss than 3,000 feet above 
the sea level, and shall be well adapted 
for successfully carrying out tho climatic 
treatment of consumption, and shall be 
approved by the governor and board of 
public charities. The cost of the site and 
buildings shall not exceed $150,000, which 
is to be appropriated to the commissioners 
for this purpose 


The buildings are to be completed within 


two and a half years after the passage of 
the act, when the commissioners shall sui* 
render their trust to a board of trustees, to 
consist of nine members, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor with the approval 
of the senate. 
They shall be a body cor- 


porate entitled the Pennsylvania Sanitar- 
ium for the treatment of tuberculosis. No 
person shall be received in the hospital ex- 
cept such indigent persons who shall be 
deemed likely to bo improved by the treat 
ment.

Lynched IB a Prison Cell. 


KlKOSTON.Mo , Feb 18 —About 2 o'clock 


yesterday morning a mob of masked men, 
supposed to be negroes from Hamilton, 
surrounded the sheriff's house and jail 
here, caught arid bound Sheriff Golds- 
worthy, whose deputy was away, took the 
keys from him and gained entrance to the 
jail corridor, with the avowed purpose of 
taking out and hanging George Traoey, 
a negro, who shot and killed his wife at 
Hamilton, In this county, last month. 
The mob was unable to get Into £he gteel 
cell, but began shooting through the bars 
of tho cell door and succeeded In putting 
jlx bullets into his body, killing him in 
<tantly. 


New York Journalists—Their Fay. 


In Now York city the salaries are higher, 


than anywhere else, partly because of the 
superior standard of proficiency and partly 
because tho cost of living Is greater here 
than in any other large city. One editor 
in chief has the same salary as the presl 
dent of the United States, $60,000 per 
year, and others receive from $10,000 to 
$13,000, or more than members of the cab 
(net. 
Managing editors are paid from 


1100 to ?160 per week, or better compen 
satlon than that of senators and represent 
atlves In congress. Editorial writers got 
from $60 to $76 por week, as a rn]e, and 
in cnses of rare ability as much as tho 
average salary of a managing editor. City 
editors receive from $50 to $75 per week 
and In a few Instances $100. The pay of 
news editors is about equal to that of city 
editors. 


Literary, theatrical and musical critics 


average $60 por week. Copy readers are 
paid from $40 to $45 por week. Reporters 
earn all the way from $16 to $60 per week, 
with an average of $40, and apace writers 
of particular talent have been known to 
make as much as $135 per week, though 
the limitation of topics and the pressure 
of competition usually keep their Incomes 
down around those of the best paid report- 
ers. There are some writers for syndicates 
of newspapers, men with names that have 
a certain value, who earn from $6,000 to 
$6,000 per year, and there are others of 
first class technical capacity ID various 
lines whose salaries occasionally reach 
$5,000. The pay of all classes of journal- 
ists averages 10 per cent lower In Brook 
lyn than In New fork city.—Forum

some tutelar spirit Tho particular virtue 
attributed to this gem was the conferring 
upon tho wearer ".health and good for- 
tune" when worn ns an amulet, and to 
thoso fortunate to be born in the month 
of April, with winch that etono was asso- 
ciated or represented, tho woarer was in- 
sured from all evil. Tho star stone is 
found principally in Ceylon, invariably in 
soil peculiar to rubies and sapphires.

,1s wings transparent and gauzy like the 
boo's. Then ho crawls around with an 
imitation of a bee'a peculiar glide and 
doos his best to look as if he had a sting. 
Thero aro cibor flies that have imitated 
bees more or less successfully, but none 
that lias gone so far to do so as this one. 


Mark Twain has called the ant a very 


much overrated bird, But If man has 
highly estimated this "bird" he has but 
followed in the footsteps of nature, for the 
ant is ono of nature's favorites. 
She has 


made him so dry and hard and indigesti- 
ble that he requires a specially constructed 
animal to eat him. Henco ho lives and 
increases In comparative peace and Is the 
envy of all his neighbors. He would doubt- 
loss have many imitators if H were not 
that ho ia so hard to copy. But he has 
nevertheless found a follower In a certain 
eplder 
Now, there is a great difference 


between the natural appearance of a spider 
and an ant, so great that the spider, even 
if ho is a long, thin, black spider, might 
well be discouraged, for he has eight logs, 
and an ant has six, and he has two bulbs 
to bis body and an ant three. Yet he is 
nothing daunted. 
By some system of 


"tlgRt lacing or other he first manages to- 
divlde his abdominal bulb in two. He 
does not get such a waist as an ant has, 
but he makes an apparent 41 vision, which 
ia something. Then ho walks on his six 
hind legs like an ant and waves his two 
forelegs in the air like an ant's antenna?, 
and, 
it is to be supposed, fancies himself 


indigestible. 


But perhaps the most wonderful Imita- 


tion is where an insect copies not the nat- 
ural appearance of another, but his appear- 
ance when at work. There is a kind of 
ant in South America who makes it his 
business to strip the loaves from the trees 
and carry them to his nest, and the sight 
of one of these, struggling and often con- 
cealed under his leaf, is most common. 
The ant, as stated before, has few enemies.

mon a kind of fly that has grown upon 
its baok a sort of fin of the general shape 
of a leaf and of n bright green color, so 
that na It crawls around it might well be 
mistaken for one of these ants under a 
lent 
Thus in Its imitative zeal it has 


created a feature which is no part of the 
ant it copies. 


Of all these imitation warriors none Is 


so ambitious as one species of caterpillar. 
He is large, lizards like to eat him, and 
he Is perfectly defenseless. 
When he Is 


at rest, he is like any other caterpillar, 
and no one would notice certain dark 
spots on his shoulders. 
But touch him, 


and at once he draws his head bock Into 
his body and presents to view a most ter- 
rifying dragon face. The spots on bis 
back now look like great saucer eyes, and 
bis dark head forms a beak of most bel- 
ligerent aspect 
The whole effect Is ri- 


diculously fierce and must be seen to be 
appreciated. An Innocent lizard to whom 
this caterpillar was fed turned tail when 
he saw the transformation and did not 
stop until 0e was well hidden behind a 
twig.—Now York Sun.

OMNIPRESENT HYDROGEN. 


One of the Commoneat Element* of the 


Earth and the Universe. 


No result of 
spectrosoopio research 


among the heavenly bodies has been more 
remarkable than that which demonstrates 
the extraordinary abundance with which 
the element hydrogen is diffused th^pugh- 
out tho universe. It Is, of course, one o( 
the commonest elements of the earth,enter- 
Ing, as it does, into the composition of ev- 
ery drop of water. Hydrogen la also a con- 
stituent part of a vast number qf solid 
bodies, but the remarkable circumstance 
for our present purpose is tbat Jhis same 
element is found in profnsion^ejiie^hera 
Surrounding that visual - 
the sun there Is an Invisible' atmosphere, 
of which hydrogen is one of the most 
prominent components. 


A like conclusion Is drawn from the 


spectra of many of tbe stars. In tbe case 
of certain specially white and brilliant 
gems, of which Stains and Vega may ba 
taken as tbe types, tbe chief spectrosccplo 
feature is the extraordinary abundance in 
which hydrogen is present. Even In the 
dim and distant nebula gaseous hydrdgen 
is the constituent more easily recognized 
than any other which they may possess. 
Indeed it may be', affirmed that we do not 
know any other substance which Is so 
widely diffused as hydrogen. 


It need hardly bo said that this gas Is 


an important constituent In those com- 
pound bodies with which life is associated. 
In that somewhat grewsome exhibition 
which shows the actual quantities of the 
several elements of which an average hu- 
man body Is composed the bulk of tbe hy- 
drogen forms one of the most striking 
items, and Indeed in connection -with all 
forms of animal and vegetable life hydro- 
gen is of primary importance.

and potash, that are uiually lost by boll- 
Ing them without their jackets. In taking 
baked potatoes from the-^venrjr!.oking 
or pressing them qrdoU<g~Jf^y^DW *"e 
steam to escape, and thC, fr«l not be so 
apt to grow watery if it is necessary to 
delay the eating of them. In a similar 
way boiled potatoes that cannot bo eaten 
at once may be kept more "mealy" If not 
closely covered, aa In ease there Is no es- 
cape for the steam that accumulates on the 
ocver over them It will drip baok on to 
the potatoes.—New York Post.
